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PREFACE 


The All-India Council for Technical Education', which has been set up 
to advise the Government of India on all matters concerning higher technical 
education, decided, at its first mooting hold in May 1946, to cany out a com- 
prehensive survey of the existing facilities and future requirements of the 
country in the field of technical education. This survey will be conducted, 
in due course, by the Regional Committees of the Council when set up and 
will provide the latest information concerning technical education in all its 
aspects. 

2. The present roport on the facilities for technical education avail- 
able in India is the result of a limited survey undertaken by the Co-ordi- 
nating Committee of the All-India Council for Technical Education with a 
view to strengthening some of tho existing institutions as a preliminary 
measure to moot the pressing demand for technical personnel. The in 
formation contained heroin is mainly dorived from the replies to a question- 
naire which was issued in September 1946 to all technical institutions except 
thoso concerned with tho training of artizans only. Some of the more im- 
portant institutions wero subsequently visited bv Committees appointed 
by tho All-India Council for Technical Education to obtain first hand in- 
formation in rogard to the scope and standard of instruction, tho teaching 
staff, equipment, accommodation, etc. 

3. Replies to tho questionnaire, a copy of which appears in Appendix A, 
have boon reooived from a majority of the institutions invited to provide 
data. This roport covers ninety-five institutions offering various courses 
in Technology, Engineering, Art, Architecture and Commerce, and although 
by no moans exhaustive or complete, attompts to present a fairly compre- 
hensive picture of the existing facilities and should prove usoful to educational 

■ officers and others interested in technical education. 

4. Part I of tho report deals with the grouping of tho institutions by- 

zones and then- subdivision by type under each zone, tho saliont features 

of the survey, and broad outlines of tho facilities for technical education now 
available in India. 


Part II is devoted to individual institutions.

ary of facilities in India 


In India, facilities for technical education are provided in universities 
and a- number of technical, art. commerce and vocational institutions. It is 

the purposo of this report to provide, in a convenient form, particulars of the 
more important insl itutions providing courses in Engineering and Technologi- 
cal subjects, Art, Architecture and Commerce and to present a co-ordincted 
picture of the present-day facilities in these subjects. 

India has, for tho purpose of this report, boon divided into four regions, 
viz., tho Northern, the Southern, the Eastern and the Western regions — the 
demarcation of the rogions being as follows : — , , 

(i) The Northern Region — comprising the East Punjab, Delhi, the United 
Provinces, Ajmer-Merwara, the Kashmir and Jammu States and the States 
of East Punjab and Rajputana. 

(ii) The Southern Region — comprising Madras and the States of Mysore, 
Travancore, Cochin, Hyderabad (Deccan) and other Southern India States. 

(iii) The Eastern Region— comprising West Bengal, Assam, Bihar, Orissa 
and the Eastern States. 

(iv) The Western Region — comprising Bombay, the Central Provinces 
and Berar and the Western India and Central India States. 

A list of tho ninety-five institutions which have supplied the requisite 
information in reply to a questionnaire (Appendix A), issued in September 
1946, is given at tho ond of this chapter. The institutions have been classified 
as follows : — 

(i) Engineering and Technological Institutions. 

(ii) Art and Architectural Institutions. 

(iii) Commerce Institutions. 

The Institutions falling in each of the above classes have been further 
categorised into the following four groups according to the type of facilities 

primarily offered by them: — 


(i) Group ‘A’— 

Institutions falling in this group provide facilities mainly for post-graduate 
and research work in addition to any other facilities that may be available. 

(ii) Group ‘B ’ — 

Institutions in this group offer primarily degree or equivalent courses. 

General admission qualification is Intermediate with science, or its equivalent 

t.g., Pre -engineering ; and the duration of courses ranges from three to four 
years. 

(iii) Group ‘ C ’ — . ' ' 


** tWs , . offe r primarily diploma or equivalent courses 
with Matriculation as the admission qualification. 

(iv) Group ‘D ’ — 

Ix^tutions in this group provide certificate or equivalent courses The
